Walker might have won 
decision if Sharkey had not cut open 
his left eye, which, 
turned into a crimson fountain 
left him fighting with only one eye.

WHEN IS A MAN INSANE? 

If an alienist gives his opinion 
that a man is insane and advises the 
man’s relatives to take the man at 
once to a sanitarium or hospital for 
the treatment of such cases, without 
a court order, and subsequently it 
turns out that the man was not in- 
sane at all, but only suffering with 
a nervous breakdown. .. . 

This is a hypothetical question sub- 
mitted to me by a reader. 

When we arrive at the point where 
the hypothetical person suffers a hy- 
pothetical nervous breakdown which

believe and teach that there is no 
such thing as “nervous breakdown.” 

But just for the sake of an argu- 
ment let’s have the “nervous break- 
down” nonsense stricken from the rec- 
ord and go on with the question. 

» .« turns out the man was not in- 
Sane at all, is the alienst guilty of 
malpractice? 

This is a legal question. Again I 
am disqualified because I have only 
an amateurish knowledge of the law. 

But I know that if the doctor gave 
it as his honest opinion that the pa- 


tives to take the patient to a suitable 
hospital for treatment, that is not 
malpractice, even if the doctor's diaz- 


nosis is not concurred in by other doc- 


tors. If there is evidence that the 
doctor (alienist) makes such a diagno- 
sis and gives such advice knowing or 
believing the patient is not insane, 
then that would indeed be malprac- 
tice. 

From the context, particularly that 
naive allusion to “nervous. break- 
down,” I suspect this is one of those 
not infrequent instances where the 
popular prejudice against the stigma 
of “insanity in the family”. reacts 
against the professional repute of an 
honest physician. 

No matter whether he poses as an 
“alienist” or a misanthropist, a doc- 
tor is only human, and it is human 
to err. Of course he is just as like- 
ly to err on one side as on the oth- 
er—ito regard a sane man as insane 
or to believe an insane man is sane. 
It depends on the conduct. reactions 
and general symptoms the doctor hap- 
pens to observe in his study of the 
patient, 

It is the popular: prejudice against 
the alleged stigma of having “insanity 
in the family,” and not the ignorance 
or malicious intention of the doctor 
that is to blame for most of these un- | 
pleasant situations.

1935, at the expiration of the term of 
Solicitor-General John A. Boykin. It 
allows $6,000 each for two essistant 
solicitor-generals who now receive 
$7,000 and $5,000, and provides for 
a budget of $25,000 a year in addi- 
tion for elerical and other assistance.

Boykin, who has done noble work,’ 
Mr. Howell said. He asked the com-} 
mittee “to let the people of Fulton 
county manage our own affairs,” and 
told the members that this county is 
in excellent condition without any 
bonded debt for its magnificent im-: 
provements. Expenses of the county 
administration have been reduced by 
$500,000 since January 1, Mr. How- 
ell said. Jails are overcrowded and 
it will be impossible to attend to the 
duties of the office if its expenses are 
further reduced, he added. 

Atlanta has the second largest crime 
wave in the United States on a per 
capita hasis, said Mr. Lyon. He said 
that Mr. Boykin should be given 
more money to fight crime, and point- 
ed out that grand jury presentments 
on the county's high salaries did not 
apply to the solicitor-general.

In America, for all of our boasted equality, there is class prejudice. 

You may call it poverty’s envy of riches, or the country’s envy of 
town, but the fact remains that one class, even in early childhood, feels 
a deep-rooted enmity for the other. ; 

It is a bitter, unreasoning, heartless feeling, easily aroused to vio- 
lence, and those who are not aware of it either close their eyes to the 
truth or else live too far from the world of sour shirts to be aware of it. 

In other times, race prejudice was the chief support of war. Class 
prejudice can be equally prolific of butchery if it is encouraged. 

And the encouragement of it is the chief present concern of Russia. 

Travelers whose word is dependable have visited the children’s the- 
aters in Russia and found them little more than implements of propa- 
ganda. 

Boys and girls who are conscious of being “low class” are shown 
pictures of aristocratic Red Cross nurses refusing to give common Soldiers 
a drink and thus. permitting them to die in agony. — 

From dramas and from motion pictures they learn that none but fool- 
ish people easily tricked by sharpers believe in a God; that the church 
everywhere is a tyrant that taxes the poor and teaches them to be slaves 
of capital; that property, owners in all lands are cruel, unjust and vicious 
masters who thrive by robbing the poor. 

Were vou poor in childhood? Did you ever resent the superior airs 
and the jibes of some spoiled brat too early aware of the powers of 
wealth? If so, you can realize how such propaganda affects the minds 
of Russian children. 

They believe what they are taught, as American children believe that 
two times two is four. And as the mind of the American child is affected 
for life by stories of valor and honor and the triumph of decency, so the 
mind of the Russian child is filled with class-conscious hatred of every- 
thing America holds dear. 

It is Russia’s right to train her youth to believe in communism, but 
no nation has the right to poison a generation with falsehood and ground- 
less preiudice. 

It is a policy that must inevitably lead to the most brutal of warfare

To befriend Russia now, however praiseworthy her economic prog- 
ress, is to befriend a policy of deliberate falsehood, envy, hatred and all 


uncharitableness. 
To praise those who fill young minds with untruth is to serve the 
father of lies.

Radio Balloon Signals 


Facts on Stratosphere 

FRIEDRICHSHAFEN, Ger- 
many, July 22.—(*)—The first 
radio broadcast from the strato- 
sphere was heard this morning 
when a diminutive balloon, with 
antomatiec registration instruments 
and vest pocket radio sending ap- 
paratus attached, told members of 
the Graf Zeppelin crew it had reach- 
ed an altitude of 50.000 feet.
